LETTER FROM AN OFFICER 

THE C0LC1UBUS. 
Eto Janaiao, SarriMBKK 8, 1813.— 
In my lait letter of September in h i gave 
you *om* account of the grand doingi on 
the occasion of lhe arrival of the young 
Netpolitsn Princess. Teresa Christina Ma- 
ria, and of her marriage to the Emjieror 
Don Pedro the Second. 

Yesterday it we* a. uncancel that the 
Emperor and Etnpreat sroulJ receire the 
congratulations offorrian Minister*. Oar 
Minister limited the number of our officers 
to til, oon*rquenlly there rould he hut 
two lieutenants presented, aod my mess- 
mate* wet* kind enough to insist upon it 
(hat I should be one of them, When we 
arrived at the Palace we cnterrd * long 
suite of rooms, well filled with Minister*, 
their attache"* and officer., and learned 
thai the Emperor and Empreia wrie in 
the chapel j to we patted on to a eallerv, 
from which I had a fine view of the Impe- 
rial parly. 

After the service they pntsed over to a 
gallery of tht Pslnee, from which the F.m- 
peror reviewed the troops. The Minis- 
ters took precedence according tn the 
length of time they here re»ided here > 
arid immediately after tbe review the Eng- 
lish MLni*ter (who had prepared a speech 
for th* occuon) wa* notified that the 
reception would commence. The English, 
Biienat Ayrean, American, and French 
Ministers thlbwed in lucceestnn. We 
pasted through two rooms tilled with offi- 
cer*, then entered * very long *partment, 
at the extreme end of which wa* 1 throne. 
There stood the Emperor, Empress, Donna 
Jenuaria, (litter to the Emorror) ; the 
royd ladies on hit left, the ladies in at- 
tendance on their left, nnd the gentlemen 
in attendance on lhe extreme left, ringed 
along the aide-wall of the room. Atter 
(be Minister** tpeecli w*t ended we bowed 
three time* to the three on the throne, 
■od backed out the whole length of the 
room, a di*!*n«t of at Irast fifty or aixty 

I acquitted myself by snaking three bows 
and backing out with all due gravity. The 
Emperor ia only eighteen year* of *gr, but 
it reported to be intelligent and fond of 
I a musician and a mathemiticisn — 
.plithment and science not often 
found united in (be same person. The 
Empress is * good looking woman, with 
light hair and complexion -. her dres* was 
white, of what material I cannot ity, with 
a train of very rich watered blue silk ; her 
head dress, a tiara of diamonds, and * 
comb behind studded with diamond* i and 
a full but short ottrich feather of blue and 
white. The drets of Donna Jnnuaria wet 
somewhat ximilier, though not no magni- 
ficent. 

I think Mr. Webster wa* iu error when 
he titled in Baltimore that the Englith 
enjoyed exclusive priiilege* in their com- 
mercial' treaties with Hraiii. Tbe United 
States see on tbe footing of the must 
favoured nations, and are infinitely better 
liked than tbe English : and from this 
time till the conclusion of the new treaties 
in I DM it it greatly to our interest to be 
ably represented here.
